Adverse NRA ‘Ruling 
Is Affecting Oil Code 
Held Not Important 


Recognizing that the adverse ruling 
of the United States supreme court 
on Section 9 (c) of the NIRA is a 
setback, Oil Administrator Harold 
L. Ickes pointed to the court’s de 
finite declaration that it was not ren- 
dering an opinion on the oil code. 

“Because the federal tender board, 
which has been so successful in stop- 
ing the interstate shipment of illegal 
oil and its products out of LEast 
Texas, was established under the pro- 
visions of Section 9-C of the NIRA, 
the board has been ordered to cease 
functioning,” Administrator Ickes 
said. “However, the organization 
will be transferred to the Petroleum 
Administrative board and will be as- 
signed to duties as a branch of that 
board in Texas, with headquarters at 
Tyler and Kilgore, to carry out oOper- 
ations in Texas under the oil code. 

“We have not as yet decided what 
further steps can or will be taken 
under the production sections of the 
code, but the Petroleum Administra- | 
tive board will discuss this question | 
with the department of justice im- 
mediately. 

“While we intend to do the best 
we can with the means available to 
us, the basic remedy rests with con- 
gress. The decision of the court, in} 
my opinion, emphasizes the neces-

Our system of production and consumption is badly 
out of balance and it is beginning to be perfectly plain to 
everyone that the six-hour day is more necessary now 


than ever before. 


So plain is this picture that the state 


legislature only recently submitted a proposal wherein the 
six-hour day is asked to be enforced by individuals as well 


as employers. 
the legislators to decide. 


How far this bill will get is a matter for 


Everyone will admit that machinery has replaced 
man-power, which is one of the major evils that has 
caused unemployment — machinery that has taken the 
place of millions of men and women and is able to pro- 
duce with ease, the things we need while millions of our 
American people suffer because of this introduction of 


machinery. 


Far be it from labor to say ‘‘crush the machinery 


oe be- 


cause labor, like everyone else, realizes that the machine 
is here to stay—but labor is here to stay also and labor 
should have the right to live as well as the machine and 
labor should have the right to suggest something that will 


place them back at employment

When the individual worker reduces his hours of em- 
ployment it can be readily seen that more men will be put 


back to work.

If individual hours of the several millions 


that are now employed are reduced then immediately 
part of the I1 million that are now unemployed will re- 


turn to work. 


This is so easily done we hardly see why 


industry keeps putting off the shorter work day because 
after all industry will prosper as well as labor when buy- 


ing power is increased. 


High-powered people of our country have blamed the 
depression on the world war or on other domestic troubles 
but the fact still remains, which is simple and not at all 
hard to understand, is modern machine production — in 


other words, more goods produced by fewer men. 


The 


results of this machine production throws our economic 
system out of gear and we produce and under-consume, 
which naturally causes a nation-wide depression. 

To correct this condition is simple. If we overproduce 
on an eight-hour basis and work ourselves out of a job 
then why not reduce the hours of toil to six and put our- 
selves in a position of gainful employment again? 

Industry cannot efford to be stubborn in this matter— 
it cannot afford to challenge public opinion — it must 
sooner or later meet with the six-hour day forces—and 
the sooner the better for all our people.

Read books written 
by honest and capable men. Read articles that face issues | 
honestly and fearlessly. Many such articles cannot get into the | 
daily press, although occasionally some creep in. But check | 
up on things and find out if claims made actually are true) 
and don't be in any hurry to accept conclusions or form opin- 
ions. Hold your final judgment in abeyance till you are satisfied | 
that you have enough reliable facts to base your opinions on. 


It is far better not to have an opinion at all on any specific | 
subject till you can get the low-down facts, than to take snap | 
judgment or merely accept somebody else’s opinion without | 
being able to give any sensible or logical reason for your belief | 
or prejudice concerning same. | 


All this applies with extraordinary force in this day and| 
age when a genuine understanding of the real facts underlying | 
the politics and economics affecting all of us is so essential, 
if we are to be able to act and talk intelligently concerning 
what is taking place from day to day. 

There are entirely too many people, all muddled in their | 
thinking, who are lost and groping in the dark. They would | 
like to have the truth but find it very difficult to get it. They 
don’t know whom to believe and frequently conclude to be- | 
lieve nobody. But if they will honestly seek the truth they | 
will eventually find it. 


IS YOUR UNION FUNCTIONING? 


There is not a single workingman living, but what is_ 
eligible to belong to some union. If no local exists for any | 
given branch a local union can be formed for it. And if there | 
are not enough workers of any given calling to form a local 
union such workers can either become members at large or | 
join with other organized workers, who also are not organized, | 
and thus become affiliated with the A. F. of L. through what | 
is known as a federal union. 


If you have no union and you never organize, your par-| 
ticular branch of labor is dead, so far as collective bargaining | 
is concerned. You have to go it alone in anything you might | 
want to ask and if and when rejected there is no one else to | 
join cause with you. But even though you are organized 
that fact merely places you in a position to do things. Unless | 
you use that organization to advance the interests of all the’ 
members it will just stand still and get nowhere and there is| 
no labor union which can stand still very long without start- 
ing to slip backward. Every union is either gaining or losing | 
ground and which one it is to be is generally determined by | 
how much effort the members are putting forth. : 


How can any union expect to function unless its mem- | 
bers attend pretty generally and take an intelligent hand in| 
the proceedings ? Empty seats cannot make a union function. | 

It requires living human beings to do that and if you are a 
member it is your duty both to yourself and your fellow mem- | 


bers to occupy a seat at as many meetings as it is possible for | 
you to be there. 


You should also spend some time outside of the meeting 
hall to interest others, who are eligible to join your union, to 
become members, for as long as there is a single worker of | 


your calling outside of the union, it can never function as well | 
as when all belong. 


Whenever you buy anything, or any member of your | 
family spends any of the money you have earned, see to it) 
that it bears the union label. 


It is such things as these and a hundred and one other | 
things, which you can do, that will help to strengthen your, 
union and get it in condition to function effectively in what- 
ever direction the majority of the members desire to go. 

A well disciplined union, with live and energetic members, 
who are always doing something constructive, is certain to 
make progress. It will, always be forging ahead and if it should | 
become necessary to strike such a union stands a far better | 


chance of winning than one composed mostly of drones who | 
never attend meetings. | 


To get anywhere a union must be functioning and the| 


only people on the face of the earth who can make it function 
are the members who compose it.

Amendment; It Is 
Not A Dead Issue 


A special couenstbias of the Amer- 
ican Bar association announces that | 


the Child Labor Amendment to the | 
Federal Constitution is dead, and | 
adds that even if it isn’t dead it is | 
a very dangerous proposal and | 


should be defeated. 

There is nothing surprising about 
this report. It’s exactly what one | 
would expect from the American | 
Bar association, which is invariably 
on the side of “special privilege.” 

As a matter of fact, the amend- 
ment is not dead. The constitution 
says that an amendment submitted 
by congress shall become a part of | 
the constitution when ratified by the 
legislatures of three-fourths of the! 
States. The Constitution make no 
provision for killing an amendment. 

Legislatures now meeting should | 
promptly ratify the amendment.

Action by the NRA, Garrison ex- 
plained, is limited to removing the 
offender’s blue eagle, which ‘in 
many cases amounts to nothing.”’
